LONDON. (JP >—B r i t a i n and 
France have warned Japan to 
•■itay off Hainan island, off the 
South China coast, and will act to 
,support each other in ca,se “com¬ 
plications” arise, the government 
informed the hou-se of commons 
today. 

Richard Austen Butler, under¬ 
secretary for foreign affairs, made 
the announcement. 

KEY TO INDO-CHINA 

Hainan, Chinese territory. Is 
separated by the l.'50-mile wide 
gulf of Tonking from French 
Indo-Ch'na and commands the 
eastern approaches to that colony. 

Answering a que.stion whether 
the British government would 
support France in regard to the 
.security of Indo-China, Butler re¬ 
plied: 

“His majesty's government and 
the French government, through 
their ambassadors at Tokyo, have 
made clear to the Japane.se forces 
and government that they would 
regard an’' occupation of Hainan 
by the Japane.se forces as calcu¬ 
lated to give ri.se to undc.sirabIo 
complications. 

“Should any complications un¬ 
fortunately ari.se, his majesty’s 
government and the French gov¬ 
ernment would no doubt afford 
each other such .support as ap¬ 
pears warranted by the circum¬ 
stances.

“A fellow like Capone just sits 
there, staring at the black cell 
wall. He gets to thinking of the 
grand times he used to have. How 
he ordered politicians around. 

“At first he falls asleep easily, 
but the longer he is in captivity, 
the longer he stays awake. If Ca¬ 
pone does come out, he will be a 
worthless man, for his mind is 
gone. 

“It was after one of Capone’s 
'hell-nights’ that I had trouble 
with him. 

“As we lined up for breakfast, I 
stood next to .him. 

“I said, ‘What’s the matter, Al, 
can’t you take it?’ 

“He didn’t reply. He peered at 
me through his bloodshot eyes and 
let a haymaker at my chin. The 
blow brushed my cheek as I 
dodged and we started fighting. 
While looking for a chance to 
break through his defense, I saw 
a guard pointing his rifle at us 
from a guard tower, dragged Ca¬ 
pone under the tower and we fin¬ 
ished the fight.” 


LOS ANGELES, (Ah—Hell-nights 
broke the mind of Al Capone on 
Alcatraz island, but his enemies 
within the grey-stone walls of “tlie 
rock” would do anything to pre¬ 
vent his release, a former inmate 
said today. 

Roy Gardner, white thatched 
former train robber, recalled life 
in the federal penitentiary in San 
Francisco bay as he .started anew 
as salesman for a California mo¬ 
tion picture distributor. 

Hell-nights, he explained, .re 
the tortured hours that prisoners 
spend in their cells, imagining 
things going on “outside.” 

The grim official discipline made 
no exception for Capone, Gardner 
said. 

"Capone has plenty of enemies. 
He is undoubtedly the most hated 
and most hating man in Alcatraz 
prison,” Gardner said. 

“Men who were his enemies in 
(Chicago are there and their feud 
has widened. Any of them would 
do anything to see that Capone 
did not get out. 


WILMINGTON, Del. (A*)—Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, standing under a 
rain drenched canopy, welcomed 
in “true friend.ship” today a prince 
and princess of Sweden. 

And from them—Prince Bertil 
and Crown Princess Louise—the 
chief executive accepted with 
"profound gratitude” a monument 
raised by the Swedish people on 
the spot where the first of their 
countrymen landed in the new 
world. 

CROWN PKI.NCE ILL 

Speaking at the JOOth anniver¬ 
sary celebration of the arrival of 
those colonists at "The Rocks” 
here, Mr. Roosevelt expressed 
“keen sorrow” that Crown Prince 
Gustaf Adoif, father of Bertil, 
could not come ashore. 

The crown prince, stricken with 
a kidney ailment, remained on the 
Swedish liner Kungsholm which 
brought the royal party across the 
Atlantic for Swedish - American 
festivities which extend into July. 
RAIN FALLS STEADILY 

Rain, falling stcacTily through 
the night and morning, brought I 
a dreary note to the historic scene 
at the junction of tne ennstina 
and Delaware rivers. I’lags and 
bunting sagged. 

Although Mr. Roosevelt’s brief 
speech was addressed to "your 
royal highnesses, ” he paid a trib¬ 
ute to the b'mns who were rep- 
rc.scnted, too, in the 16J8 coloniza¬ 
tion of Delaware. 

"Finland, small in size but 
mighty in honor, occupies an es¬ 
pecially warm place in the Amer¬ 
ican heart,” he said to Finnish 
I'oreign Minister Rud'’lf Ho’sti, 
without referring directi, tc ti at 
country's lone practice, among all 
European debtor nations, of pay¬ 
ing its installments to this coun¬ 
try regularly and on time. 
SWEDES I'KAISED 

Accepting the monument, the 
President said he was confident 
"it will typity the close Associa¬ 
tion and continued good will be¬ 
tween our two nations. ” 

“To this spot came the pioneers. 
But in the succeeding centuries 
tens of thousands of others have 
come to our shores and added their 
strength and their fine qualities 
of citizenship to the American na¬ 
tion,” 

Americans remember also "with 
grateful hearts, ” the chief execu¬ 
tive declared, that Sweden was the 
first neutral European nation to 
negotiate "a treaty ot amity and 
trade with our young and strug¬ 
gling nation."

LANDING ATTEMPTED 

Japanese warships recently were 
concentrated off Hainan and Chi- 
ne.se dispatches June 24 reporteil 
that attempts at a landing had 
been repulsed. Hoichow, chief port 
of the island, has been bombeil 
from the air frequently and last 
week was .shelled by Japanese 
warships. 

Today Japanc.se reported their 
airplanes had bombed the Yuling 
forts on Hainan and silenced 
shore batteries there. 

('hine.se flefen.ses on the i.sland 
have been greatly strengthened 
and the garrison traincfl in fle- 
fen.se against lamling attempts. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., (JPl— 
Hampered by rains which poured 
torrents down Sandia peak last 
night, more than 100 men never- 
thele.s.s moved onto both sides of 
the cloud-wreathed heights today 
in resumption of a dogged sea'-ch 
for Medill McCormick. 21. wealthy 
young mountain climber miss'n.g 
since last Wedne.sday. 

The territory was increased to 
both sides of the mile-high moun¬ 
tain. with half the force working 
flown the hitherto un.searched east¬ 
ern side of the peak.

OAKLAND. (/P) — An airplane 
plunged into San Francisco bay to¬ 
day as one wing, which apparently 
had tom away in the air, drifted 
to the beach just at the edge of 
the Oakland airport.

The man rescued was identified 
as Mike Caserly, test pilot for the 
Alcor Air corporation of Oakland, 
owner of the plane.

and Japanese forces apparently 
deadlocked In the Yangtze river 
valley below Hankow, Japanese 
bombing crews today carried out 
widespread aerial operations over 
south China. 

The Yulin forts on Hainsn 
Island, just off the ifuth CT na 
coast, were bombed snd tiie at¬ 
tackers reported Chinese shore 
batteries there were silenced. 

More than 500 miles to the 
northeast of Hainan the Kwang- 
tung provice city of Chaochow 
was bombarded. The Japanese 
said that in this attack railway 
buildings on a line from Swatow, 
to Chaochow’s south, were de¬ 
stroyed. 

Many military observers expect 
that the seaport Swatow may be¬ 
come the point of entry for any 
Japanese attempt to invade soutii 
China. Japanese troops were 
landed last week on Namoa 
Island, 20 miles eAst of Swatow,

On the east¬ 
ern flank the lines lie acro.ss the 
highway leading from Castellon 
de la Plana to Valencia, while at 
Sarrion they cross the Teruel- 
Mediterranenn highway.

To Britain Sued 


President 
Roosevelt has vetoed a bill restor¬ 
ing retirement pay to part of the 
47000 World War emergency offi¬ 
cers removed from these benefits 
by the economy act. 

The measure would have con¬ 
tinued retirement pay for emer¬ 
gency officers of the army, navy 
and marine corps who served be¬ 
tween April 6. 1917, and Nov. 11, 
1918, and incurred “permanent dis¬ 
abilities of 30 per cent or more in 
line of duty.” 


NEW YORK. (A>i—Joseph P. 
Kennedy, amba.ssador to Great 
Britain, and three others were 
named defendants in a suit for 
$1,000,000 damages begun today in 
federal court by .1. Edward Jones, 
head of the J. Edward Jones Pe¬ 
troleum corporation, who charged 
they “unlawfully planned and con¬ 
spired” to ruin his busine.ss.

EINSTEIN THEORY ATTACKED AS PURE JUNK 


OTTAWA. (JP — The Einstein 
theory of relativity -tliat tlie outer 
region of space among the galax¬ 
ies of stars is “curved’’ - was at¬ 
tacked as "pure bunk” today by 
Dr. W, K. Cartmel, University ot 
Montreal scientist. 

After studying a report to the 
American association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science meeting here 
in which Dr. Herbert E. Ives of 
the Bell Telephone laboratories. 
New York, ottered new expen- 
metal confirmation of the Ein¬ 
stein theory. Dr. Cartmel declared 
that both Dr. Albert B:in.stein and 
Dr. Ives nad worked from a ’talse

hypothesis ' in laying the inunda¬ 
tions for their conclusions.

University of Montreal scientist 
said. 

“This is just the opposite from 
the theory of Dr. Einstein, which 
holds that space is non-euclidean 
at infinity and is, therefore, 
curved,” Dr. Cartmel added. 

“The reason that Dr. Jsinstein 
and Dr. Ives arrived at false con¬ 
clusions IS that they used the old 
mathematical equations of Max¬ 
well, which are wrong, when they 
should have used those of Heavi¬ 
side,” famous English physicist, 
who was one of the discoverers of 
radio reflecting layers in tne at¬ 
mosphere. 


which he studies have a space 
which is common to them. This 
space, he said, is non-euclidean, 
or, in other words, has dimen¬ 
sions in addition to the common 
one.s of length, width and depth. 
As the distance between the 
two humans or two stars in¬ 
creases, however, non - euclidean

WASHINGTON. (/P) - Organized 
Republican support of conserva¬ 
tive Democrats in this year’s elec¬ 
tions appeared today to be fading 
from the realm of political pos.si- 
bllities. 

Although keeping the way open 
for anti-administration Democrats 
to line up with them. Republican 
leaders apparently have decided 
to fight their battles in all states 
behind their own party candidates. 

A month ago coalition tenden¬ 
cies were evident in at least three 
states — Mi.s.souri, Utah and In¬ 
diana. Reports circulated in Re¬ 
publican circles here that con¬ 
servative Democrats .seeking elec¬ 
tion to the .senate from those 
states would be supported aggres¬ 
sively by members of the party 
normally in opposition. 

But two powerful Republican 
groups have changed the situa¬ 
tion. These are the county office¬ 
holders, whose political careers 
begin and end in the ‘’gra.ss 
roots,” and the party’s national 
leadership as represented by 
Chairman John Hamilton. 

The "grass roots” reaction 
against coalition developed first in 
Missouri. Some of the state Re¬ 
publican leaders there had been 
inclined to back Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark, frequent critic of 
Roosevelt policies, who has strong 
support for Democratic renom¬ 
ination in August. 

Since that time, however, for¬ 
mer Governor Henry S. Caulifield 
and others have entered the race 
for the Republican nomination. 
Demands from the "grass roots” 
for party uniformiiy and an active 
campaign, in the opinion of Re¬ 
publican leaders here, mean that 
such Republican support as Clark 
may get will come from individ¬ 
uals and not from the party or¬ 
ganization. 

A similar situation, they say, 
exists in Indiana where Senator 
Frederick Van Nuys hopes fo» 
some Republican backing. Van 
Nuys lost the support of the Dem¬ 
ocratic organization in his state 
after oppo.sing the Roosevelt court 
bill last year. 

When he became certain that 
he could not win Democratic re- 
nomination, he announced he 
would seek re-election as an in¬ 
dependent. 

Talk of a coalition movement in 
Utah was inspired by the candi¬ 
dacy for renomination of Senator 
Elbert D. Thomas, a consistent 
administration supporter. Re¬ 
publican leaders considered choos¬ 
ing a conservative Democrat to 
oppo.se Thomas. 

This proposal was hampered, 
however, by a law that a candi¬ 
date must swear he supported a 
majority of the party’s nominees 
in the last previous election be¬ 
fore he can get his name on a 
primary ballot.

WASHINGTON. The wage- 
hour bill, providing for national 
regulation of minimum wages and 
maximum hours in interstate in- 
du.stry, beeame law today with 
President Roo.sevelt’s signature. 

The White House announced the 
President had signed thi.s measure 
along with 130 other bills passed 
by the last congress. 

The w'age-hour law fixes a min¬ 
imum wage of 25 cents an hour 
and a maximum work week of 44 
hours, effective 120 days from 
Saturday- the date of the Presi¬ 
dent’s signature. Other feature.s 
of the act go into effect at once. 

The minimum wage of 25 cents 
an hour, to which no exceptions 
will be granted, will be increased 
to 30 cents an hour the following 
year. Above that point commit¬ 
tees appointed by the administra¬ 
tor for each industry will fix the 
minimum pay.

PLYMOUTH, Mass.—The good ship Mayflower—or whatever its 
name was may ride the water.s of Plymouth harbor again. 

It will be only a replica, but it will be sea-going. 

The Plymouth historical society, anxious to pre.serve the memory 

of the tiny craft that crept into |- 

this harbor in ~ 


December, 1620, 
bearing 102 men and women seek¬ 
ing religious freedom in the new 
world, has decided to raise funds 
to construct a sea-worthy dupli¬ 
cate of the famous vessel. 

I’lans call for a full-sized ship, 
comi)lcte in ail known details. It 
is to take its place near the spot 
from which the original ship dis¬ 
charged its passengers. 

"BETTER TIIA.N IIISTORV” 

The ship is to be built from 
what Paul W. Bittinger, president 
of the society, calls "the most 
authentic available model” which 
now reposes in Pilgrim Hall, mu¬ 
seum dedicated to the first set¬ 
tlers. The model was constructed 
by R. C. Ander.son, vice president 
of tbe English .society for nautical 
research, after extensive investi¬ 
gation in Southampton. England. 

Outlining the educational aims 
of the project, Bittinger said the 
new Mayflower would enable vis¬ 
itors "to visualize as no history 
book has ever been able to tell it, 
the courage and the spiritual 
character that made possible the 
hazardous voyage of the Pilgrims 
from England." 

Little is known of the fate of 


the old ship. History it.sclf, Bit¬ 
tinger said, failed even to specify 
the name of the vessel that 
brought the Pilgrims. Governor 
William Bradford referred to it 
as "the bigger ship." Captain 
John .Smith and others called it 
"the vessel." 

.Some scholars have questioned 
the use of "Mayflower" as the 
ship’s name. Bittinger said the 
only authority for the name is 
contained in an early recoril of 
the colony entitled "Allotrn<'nt of 
Lands.” This record mentions 
"the fall of their grounds, which 
came first over in the May-flower 
according as their lots were cast. 
1623." .Some historians accept the 
hvphenatcfl version r)f the name. 
OLD SHIP I NTRAt ED 

Attempts to learn where the 
original craft was built or what 
became of her after her visits to 
the new world have been fruit¬ 
less. .Several "Mayflowers " have 
been traced, but Bittinger as- 
.serted "none has been definitely 
identified as the Pilgrim's .May¬ 
flower." 

The flate for construction of the 
new ship had not yet been de¬ 
cided upon.

TRANSPARENT, 
FIREPROOF 
FILM INVENTED 


(Copyright. 1938. by Science Service) 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—(Special) 
—A new fireproof transparent 
film, which i.8 potentially a rival 
for the familiar wrapping ma¬ 
terials of cigarette packages and 
thousands of other articles, was 
described at the meeting here of 
the Fifteenth Colloid Symposium 
now in session at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 

The new entrant into the field 
bf transparent wrapping films is 
made of a clay, known as Benton¬ 
ite. 

The new films, now made in the 
laboratory, are essentially fire¬ 
proof and are indestructible up 
to temperatures producing red 
heat. They are not only very 
strong, tough and transparent, but 
they are highly resistant to water, 
acids, alkalis, oils and have ex¬ 
cellent properties of electrical re¬ 
sistance, it was indicated in the 
research report of Prof. Ern.st A. 
Hauser of Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and Miss D. S. le 
Beau, chemist of the Dewey and 
Almy Chemical company. 

Bentonite is one of the strang¬ 
est materials known to man. When 
dry it is a powderlike material. 
When wet it swells to many times 
its original size. It is sometimes 
used in construction to stop leaks 
because it swells up when wet and 
plugs small holes. As the water 
flow l.s .stopped the Bentonite dries 
out .n bit, .shrink.s, allows more wa¬ 
ter to enter and then swells up 
again.

Experiments upon living parts 
of the human body after personal¬ 
ity has vanished; manufacture by 
human organ.s in vitro of hormones 
and antibodies needed in the cure 
of disease; removal of diseased or¬ 
gans from the body, their cure in 
the Lindbergh and their re¬ 

planting in the human body. 

These are some of the wonders 
of medicine that Dr. Alexis Carrel 
and Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
consider possible for the future a.' 
the result of the development of 
the Lindbergh pump and the .sur¬ 
gical and chemical procedures for 
the cultivation of organisms. 

Three yeans ago the world learn¬ 
ed with astonishment of the sci¬ 
entific collaboration of the great 
Rockefeller Institute experimenter 
and the great aviator. Lindbergh 
had developed a pump that per- 
fu.sed or bathed whole organisms 
from the animal body with life 
maintaining liquids. Dr. Carrel 
carried on the exceedingly careful 
experiments that promi.se to help 
m the .solution of an endle.ss num¬ 
ber of problems in normal bodily 
function and disease. 

Now in order that others may 
apply their methods they have 
published a book of details, the 
Culture of Organs (Hoeber.) 

Dr. Carrel sees the day when 
human organs will manufacture 
in the Lindbergh pump the pro¬ 
tective and curative substances 
.supplied today to patients by hor¬ 
ses and rabbit.s. 

He dreams of removing di.seased 
portions of the body and .servding 
them to large I.indbergh pump;: 
as patients are now sent to the 
hospital. A kidney removed for 
tuberculosis or a leg amputated by 
odeosarcoma would possibly hen! 
under the influence of an artificial 
medium in the glass organ hospital. , 
He believes that replanting the , 
portion of the body would offer no ; 
difficulty, as surgical techniques 
for the suture of blood ves.sels and 
the transplantation of organs and 
limbs were developed long ago. 

Regeneration of organs within 
the body i.s foreseen. Cultivation of 
the organs in the Lindbergh pump 
would allow the di.scnvery of the 
nature of the specific chemicals 
demanded by these organs for 
grov/th and normal function. Then 
it would be possible to feed these . 
chemicals to the body, renewing j 
the damaged gland, instead of 
continuing to supply the hormone 
by injection. To bring about the 
regeneration wvthin the pancreas 
of the Langerhans’ islands w'ould 
be a far more efficient method of 
treating diabetes than to inject in¬ 
sulin daily into the body of the 
patient.
